A SHOCKING MURDBR. 


AWife Brutaliy Murdered by Her Has

Honoxey, N. J., October 8.--The details of 
the murder of Mrs, George Disque, by her 
husband, is one of the most shocking stories 
of criminal brutality ever known in this state.

The prijoner was registered as George H. 
Disque, aged thirty-one years; occupation, 
moulder; residence, No. 89 Adams street.

Hésaid tbat afier making the fatal 
thrust be weshed the bileod from his hands, 
chenged histrousers, locked the door and 
walked directly to the police station. 

Officers Kaieer and Nelson were sent to the 
house and a messenger summoned City Paysi- 
cian Helfer, as it was thought that the wo- 
men’s wound might not be fatal and that her 
life might be saved by prompt surgical treat- 
ment. When the oflicers entered the rooms 
they beheld asickening spectable. Lying on 
her face alongside a lounge, with her head 
oward the door and her feet toward a window

THE SMALLPOX SCOURGE 


A SICK NEGRO FROM MONTREAL 
VISITS NEW YORK. 


His Case Declared to be Smallpox by the Albany 
Health Anthorities, but Other Paysicians 
Find no Trace of the Disease- 4 Vessel 
Zrom Montreal is Querantined. 


Nw York, October 8.—On Wednesday 
night a Virginia negro who had been in Mon- 
treal arrived in Albany and applied for lodg- 
ing at the police station, under the city hall. 
This morning he complained of feeling ill, 
end Police Surgeon Wilson was called. The 
doctor diagnosed his case as smallpox, and 
adviced his immediate removal. The men 
around the police station made up a purse and 
put the negro on the 10:20 a.m. train for 
New York. At East Albany the negro curled 
himeelf up on a seat in thesmoking car and 
the conductor asked him what was the matter. 
Ife said he felt sick, and a doctor at the police 
station had sent him to New York because he 
said be bad smallpox. Hesaid he had just 
come from Montreal. This was enough. The 
colored man soen had the car to himselt. The 
conductor locked the car door, cut the car out 
of the train and telegraphed to this city. The 
(rain came on, leaving the man on the side 
track. Dr. Curtis, of the state board of health, 
after acareful examination, pronounced him 
to be free from contagion. The railroad au- 
thorities then coupled the car to the aftar- 
noon express, and it was brought tothe city 
with its solitary passenger locked inside. 
When he arrived here he was taken to the 
police station, where an ambulence was in 
waitiag. The negro complained of headache 
and hunger. Dr. Conant could not find any 
fymptoms of smallpox, but asthe man had 
been exposed to the disease, he was taken in 
charge. 


O PATIENTS. 


Dan aging Charges Made Against Hospita) 
Officials by Ex~Sma))pox Patients, 


_ Monrraat, October 8.—Some very damag- 
ing statements in regard to thesystem of 
treating emellpox pstients in the hospital 
have been mede by two ex-inmates. They 
say the petients are crowded togeiher in the 
same beds, mild cases with bad ones. The 
dirtend filth and vile smelling wards are 
terrible. The clothing furnished the patients 
is very seanty, andthe attendance abomina- 
ble. The patients change their own clothes 
as long as they sre able, and whenthey are 
tco weak todo it, patients whoare strong 
encugh to go about, do it for 
them. Patients are often ill 
during the night and need attention, but no 
nureres sre about, and vo matter how loudly 
the patient may knock, no assistance is given. 
Patients sometimes have to wait an hour fora 
drink, and these whose eyes are closed by the 
disease sometimes beg tor a long time for the 
lotion that is used to wash them before getting 
it, As soon es a patient dies the body is sewed 
up in # sheet ard thrown on the fisor, to be 
removed at some future time. 

The hospital officials deny the charges, 
which are being investigated by the authori- 
tics. 


QUARANTINED. 


A Versrel from Mopntresa! in Charge of a 
Health Officer. 

Detroit, October 8.—The officers of the 
propelltr Cita called at the custom house 
this forenoon forthe necessary papers to al- 
low the boat to receive coal here. When they 
said the propeller wes trom Montreal, Health 
Officer Wright was at once notified. He found 
the boat atthe fcot of Third street, where 
heavers were loading the coal. The boat was 
loaded with iron tor a Canadian port on lake 
St. Clair. The crew, a dozen persons, 
were at once arrested and the boat quarantioed. 
The captain and purser, under oath, stated 
that a sailor, sick with smalipox, bad been 
put ashore in Chicago, September Sth, and 
anotber at St. Catherines, a short time before, 
on the wey to Chicago. The Cuba has since 
been to Montreal, and left that city October 
2d. The coal heavers were all found to bear 
vaccination marks. The crew were vaccinat- 
ed, end this afternoon ten pounds of sulphur 
were burned in the vessel. All communica- 
tion with the boat is denied, and as soon as 
possible it will be hustled off on its journey.

HILL’S INNOCBNCE. 


The Absurdity of the Oharges Against Gov-~ 
ernor Hill. 
Avsany, N, Y., October 8.—The absurdity 


ofthe charges in the republican press at-” 


tempting to connect David B. Hill with Tweed 
is sufficiently shown by the fact that Mr. 
Hill, then amember of the assembly, was 
particularly prominent in the impeachment 
proceedings against Judge Barnard, Tweed’s 
creeture in the New York courts. The legis- 
lature of 1872 was a reform legislature over 


the lower house, of which the Hon. Heury 
Smith presided as speaker. Mr. Smith as a 
reform speaker appointed Samual J. Tildon 
and David B. Hilieas members of the judi- 
cisry committee to represent the 
democratic party. As members of 
cuch committee they assisted fin 
concuct of the investigation in New York, and 
both singed the report in favor of impeach- 
ment ofthe corrupt judges. The records of 
the essembly journal of 1872 show this fact 
Cardozo resigned, and there was no vote on 
the adoption of the report against him. Oa 
pope te of the report in the Barnard 
cere, Mro Hiil made a speech in fzvor ofthe 
impeschment, and voted for it. In that leg- 
islature there were only about twenty-five 
cem(¢ cratic Bembers, and yet, out of 110 votes, 
Mr. Hill reeeirved 104 votes as one ot the 
Wanegers of #the impeachment trial, 
and was thus mainly selected 
by the republican members of the 
Jegislatare. « He acted as such throuPhout the 
trial, which resulted in Barnard’s conviction. 
He was the friend and associate of Samuel J. 
zilden in all the proceedings which led to the 
investigation, impeachment and conviction 
of Barnard. These are matters of record 
which carnot be successfully controverted. 
The charge that he in any manner was op- 
posed to the impeachment is as false as many 
of the other flimsy charges that are so {lip- 
pantly made against him in the republican 
press. 

On the other band, here is a page from the 
record cf Jra Davenport: The New 
York Times on the 28th of March, 
1878, had a most abusive article on the 
republican senators who figured in the acquit- 
tal of John F. Smyth, for disgraceful and cor- 
rupt practice as superintendent of the insur- 
anee depariment of tbe state. The Times 
says that “the fifteen senators,” one of whom 
was Ira Davenport, ‘‘who are responsible for 
bringing about such a state of things have 
dirgraced themselves and betrayed their 
siogiy 48 end that “not one of them should ever 

esble to secure another position of public 
truet.”’

Inmits settlement all the propert 
rights of Indians must be sacredly guarded, 
and all obligations to Indians must be faith- 
fully tulfilled; either according to the tenor of 
past treaties, or y provinces 
affording a fuli equivalent  there- 
for. Keeping this steadily -in view, 
the object of all litigation and executive action 
for the future should be absorption, not isola- 
tion, of the Indians; the abrogation of the re- 
servation system; ultimate discontinuance of 
annuities; subjection ot the Indian asa citizen 
to law, and his protection as a citizen by law; 
intermingling of Indians as American citizens 
with the white race, and the opening ofall 
territory of the United States, without excep- 
tion or reservation, to civilization. These od- 
jects ere to be pureued immediately, vigor- 
ously and continuously.

SAN FRANCISCO'S FIRE. 


Two Lives Lost—Haifa Million Dollars ta 
Property Destroyed. 

Saw Francisco, October 8.—The immense 
wholesale stationery and printing establish- 
ment of H. 8. Crocker & Co. was burned this 
morning. Four men were buried in the ruins. 
The loss is estimated at $500,000; insured for 
$150,060. 

The first alarm for the Crocker building fire 
was turned in at 2:10 a. m., bat as the fire 
originated ina basement, and was what is 
known 4s a blind fire, the flames had already 
made considerable headway before the extent 
of the danger was realized. Inan incredible 
short time, the whole of the interior of the 
large, five-story building seemed to 
be a maes of flames, and all 
prospects of saving it or any of 
the contents was hopeles; The building was 
owned by Charles Crocker, of the Central 
Pacific railway company, and was worth $75,- 
(00, but was not insured. The loss of H. 8, 
Crocker & Co. is $100,000; and the insurance 
$225,000. The upper story of the building 
wes occupied: by George C. Sprieve & Ce., 
jewelers, as manufactory. Their loss was 
$30,000, fully insured. Schwerber, Sachs & 
Co., jobbers in fancy goods, on Sanam street, 
the rear of whore premises adjoined Crocker’s, 
lose heavily from damage by water. The 
origin of the fire is a mystery.

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.Peem to forget that these railroads furnish em- 
ployment to thousands of the honest, toiling peo- 
ple of Georgia, and feed and cloth tens of tnou- 
seards of helpless women and children. Mr. 
Speaker, every well informed and fair 
minced man know and will admit that 
there ix a community 0. :nterest between capital 
and labor, between the railroads and the people, 
and he who seeks here or elsewhere, to array the 
ore againsttre otheris neither a statesman nora 
patriot, but isa disturber of the peace and pros- 
perity of the state, 

But as a last resort, Mr. Speaker, the opponents 
of the Jenkins amendment have fallen back upon 
the constitution to defeat it, but so far from pro- 
hibiting, the constitution clearly authorizes the 
passsge oftheamendment The paragraph ofthe 
constitutéon which they inveke is in these words: 
‘The power and authority of regulating railroad 
freight, and passenger tariffs, preventing unjust 
Giscrimipations, and requiring reasonable 
rates of freight and passenger 
tariffs, are hereby conferred upon 
the general assembly, whose duty it shall be to 
pass Jaws, fiom time to time, to regulate freight 
wud passenger tariffs, to prohibit unjust discrimi: 
rat'on on the various railroads iu this state, and 
to prohibit said reads from charging otber than 
just and reasonable rates, an@ enforce the same by 
acequate penalties.”’ 

It was claimed by the railroads in the Tilly case 
thet the legisiature had no suthority to delegate 
its power to prevent unjust discrimination and to 
regulate freight snd passenger tariffs to the com. 
wissiop, spa that the act creatiog the commission 
end coni¢crring this power upoa them was uncon: 
etiiutional, but the court decided otherwise and 
ibe question as to the iegisiature’s authority to 
delegste its powerover railroads to prevent unjust 
discriminations and reguiate fretght and 
passeliger tarifisto the commission is settied. And 
while it is trne that the constitutional convention 
ot 1877 rejected the proposition to autborize the 
legislature to establish ireight aud passenger tar- 
ifs sud acopted in lien thereof toe paragraph 
just read sutborizing the legislature to regulate 
these tarifis, still 1 believe, and it is generally con- 
ceded, tbat the legislature has the power to estab- 
lish the rates in the first instance, or change them 
after they sre established by the raiffoads,* And 
sll this power the legislatuie may delegate to the 
com mission, end, asa matter of €O0Urse, may pre- 
vert its interference in the matter of nates until 
cor plaint shall be made ag provided in the Jen- 
kins amendment. Let us Bear in mind, 
Mr. Speaker, that this am * does 
not ip eny manner take away, cripple or 
ablidge the powers of the commiss‘on, hut leaves 
them as absolute and as arbitrary as toey are ton 
day. Itleaves them to prevent rebates and un- 
just discriminations on their own motion, but 
acting op the principal that, soiongas tbe rail: 
roxds and the people agree, there should be no 
interference with retes, it prohibits the commis- 
sion from exercising its power to establish or 
change rates until some complaint shall be made, 
Is there any denger here’? Isthere auything wo- 
reasobable, unjust or unconstitutional in this? 
Kir, tomy mind, itis buta small boon ssked ny 
fhe ten thousand citizens of Georgia, who 
have invested their bard earnings in railroad 
stocks, aud I believe we ought to grantit. Shall 
weturna deaf ear to these, our friends and 
feliow citizens, and absolutely re‘use to 
investigate,their complaints? Shall we deny them 
pot only the right to control their own property 
in the first instance, subject to the direction and 
coptrol of the commission, bu even the right to 
be heard? LIhopexnot. tir, unless we investigate 
and settle this question somehow it will not be 
done witoat the adjournment of this legisiature, 
but it will be upon every stump in Georgia and 
where it willend[am unable to say. The ques- 
tion is upon us, and we have the power, and, I 
believe, the wis¢om snd manhood to so amend 
this bil) es to do justice to the railroads and tre 
people. To this end let us vote down the Harrell 
smcucment and make an earnest, honest effort 
to perfect and pars this bill, The peace of the 
s‘sie Gemands it-justice demands it—and 
the railroads and tbe people will be satisfied, and 
they will join hands, eac dependent upon the 
ctber, in developirg the vast resources of Georgia 
and adcing to the material prosperity of our state. 
Avd the people, the non-politicieps, the toiling,

If the base- 
ballists paid the tax it would ba different, but 
it will come outof some of the best people of 
the state, as gocd as sre in the legislature or 
anywhere else. 

Mr. Butt said bas¢ball clubs ought to pay 
tex therame as any other shows. He said 
besebell encouraged idleness and gambling 
tnd he was egaipstit. He thought the house 
would redeem itse)t if it passed the bill to put 
atax on bagebal!l clubs. 

Mr. Harrell, of Webster, said he thought 
the clubs ought to be taxed but that the tax 
preposed was too high. 

Mr. Harrison eaid the house could not re- 
cecm itself by passing a bill to tax baseball 
clube. It wasteolate in the day and too 
smnall a business forthat. He said it was a 
rude butinnocent amusement aud he thought 
the peopleought tobe allowed to enjoy it. 
Iie thought $25 was too high a tax and that 
the lower figure, if anything, was the one to 
be adopted.

Heeaid that thestate had ne § abs ee 
ted £40,060 for the establishment of a school 
of technology, asa branch ofthe State Uni- 
versity, towhich Athens had added $25,000, 
the legislature had appropriated $15,000 for 
the purpose of fitting up the enterprise, and 
the sum of $17,000 was derived annually 
from the interest on the land scrip fund. 
These several amounts, added together, 
constituted the fund that he proposed to make 
use of in sustaining the school.

THE REPRESENTATIVE FROM HARRI, 
4& Brief Biography of an Active Legis- 
iator, 


Hovyorasie Rovin A.Russsi., representative 
from Harris county, bas a bright military 
record. Hewas born in Muscogee county, 
Georgia, end was a cadetin the Georgia Mil- 
itary institute during the fall term of 1861, 
and during a portion of the spring term of 
1862. Resigned his cadetship in May, 1862, 
toenter the army 28 a private in tho 54:8 
Georgia regiment, while he was still a youth 
and before he was of the age required by the 
military laws of the state; remained with the 
54th Georgia regiment a8 a private, 
in Virginia snd part ot the 
time acting as“sergeant major for nearly a 
year; was discharged, came home, and tnen, 
with Jobn K. Redd, as captain, Park, Boasley 
and himeelt as lieutenante, raised in Uolum- 
bus 8 company of volunteers, which was or- 
dered to Florida and atiached to the 64th Geor- 
giaregiment. This company remained ina 
‘Jorida over twelve months, Its fir t fight 
was a! Olustee as a portion of the command of 
General A. H. Colquitt. In this fight his reg- 
ment suffered considerably from the fact that 
it was ordered out to mees the ryt at- 
tack of the enem and to 
hold the position uutil reinforcements could 
be brought up. During the few months that 
the regiment was contending against the whole 
force ot General Seymour's army, a number 
of cfiicers and men were killed in hid regi- 
ment. Colonel John-W. Evans and Major W. 
B. Weems were wounded and the gallant 
Lieutenant Colonel James Barrow killed 
within ten feet of young Russell while he was 
ecting as edjutant of his regiment, which po- 
sition he bad filled during several months of 
his servicein Fiorida. In a short time his 
commend wasordered to Virginia,and reached 
Petersburg in time to meet Grant's tirat troops 
as they were being transferred from the north 
to the south side of the James river, aod was 
engsged in a number of severe skirmishes 
before General Lee’s army crossed to thesouth 
sidé of the James. After General Lee’s army 
crossed to the south side of the James, his 
regiment wes transferred from A. H.Colquitt’s 
brigade to General Wright’s Georgia brigade. 
Their heavy fight was on the 50th of Jaly, 
18€4, in charging the enemy from the mine 
sprung by Grent under Geaeral 
Lee’s army in front of Peters- 
burg, where his regiment suffered fearfully; 
Coloxrel Evans killed, and his company, com- 
sisting of thirty-six men and officers, came 
out of the fight with only eight men uaburf, 
twelve killed and sixteen wounded. Captain 
Redd killed and Lieutenent Park severely 
wounded so as to render him unfit for duty 
during the war. Lieutenent Beasely and 
himself slightly wounded. Aiter passing te 
the rear ona resting for a few days, being left 
in command of his company, the regiment 
was ordered to the south side of the James, 
and on the 16th of August, 1564, his brigade, 
then commanded by General Girardy, of Aus 
gusta, was attecked by Hancock's corps.
